4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Consider claims 1 and 3-10, the best prior arts of record found during 
examination of the present application, Midtgaard et al. (U.S. PGPub 2002/0090921 
A1) in view of William O. Keese, "An Analysis and Performance Evaluation of a 
Passive Filter Design Technique for Charge Pump PLL's", National 
Semiconductor Application Note 1001, Jul. 2001, pp. 1-8, disclose a phase control 
loop, an amplitude control loop and a 2 nd order passive filter and a second passive filter 
but fails to specifically disclose that active current-output circuit is provided at front 
stage of the second passive filter to isolate the transfer functions of said second passive 
filter. 

Therefore, claims 1 and 3-10 of the present application are considered novel, 
consequently, are allowed. 

Consider claim 2, claim 2 is allowed for the same reason as in claim 1 above.
